When I first started distributing my ••public" file on Skull and Bones and re- 
lated conspiratorial matters over a year ago, I could afford to mail out copies for 
free as a public service. At that time, my "public" file was approximately 1/4 of 
its P resen t sxze g and I had about 1/4 of my present mailing list. The problem is 
that: both the size of my ••public" file and my mailing list are growing constantly. 
More recently, I started charging $10.00 for my basic "public" file, and have been 
maning out periodic updates free of charge to some of the more recent people who 
purchased my "public" file. Most of those who initially requested my free "public" 
file as it existed over a year ago have long since dropped off my mailing list, par- 
ticularly those who never wrote to me again. At present, I have a handful of "acti- 
vists" who regularly contribute money and/or research information in varying amounts 
or each, ana these people have and will continue to receive first priority on my 
mai.i outs. For the rest of you, what I e m going to have to do is this: 

(1) l s m now going to have to charge $15.00 for my basic "public" file, plus 
$i0.00 per year for anyone who wants periodic updates on an unscheduled basis as my 
tune permits. I have neither a wife nor a secretary to handle any of this, so I can 
make no commitments regarding periodic updates. However, by charging $10.00 per year 
for updates, I can separate those who want to receive updates from those who have no 
interest. Most of those who ordered my present ••public" file have never written to 
me again, so I haven’t the foggiest idea what their reaction and/or interest is.
